Tonight  the  Wenatchee  Wild  (18-15-4,  5th  Place,  Interior  Division)  take  on  the  Alberni  Valley  Bulldogs  (17-14-2,  4th 
Place,  Island  Division).  It's  the  second  of  two  scheduled  games  this  season. 

HEAD  TO  HEAD  (REG.SEASON):  The  Wild  are  8-1-1  all-time  against  the  Bulldogs,  and  3-0-1  at  Town  Toyota  Center  including 
a  tie  back  in  2015.  This  season,  the  Bulldogs  defeated  Wenatchee  for  the  first  time  ever,  a  5-3  win  at  Weyerhauser  Arena. 

WHO  TO  WATCH  FOR:  Forward  Nick  Cafarelli  (13g,  19a)  continues  to  lead  the  Wild  in  overall  scoring.  He's  followed  by 
Brian  Adams  (17g,  14a)  and  Tyler  Young  (6g,  23a).  The  Bulldogs  are  led  by  Ryan  Doolin  (13g,  20a),  Mitch  Deelstra  (16g, 
16a),  and  Dawson  Tritt  (12g,  12a). 

GOALTENDING:  Wild  goalie  Daniel  Chenard  is  12-8-4  on  the  year,  with  a  2.95  GAA  and  .888  save  percentage.  Alberni 
Valley  goaltender  Jackson  Glassford  is  9-6-0  with  a  3.28  GAA  and  .915  save  percentage.
